Blue Oarsmen Beat Crimson 
in Great Struggle. 


Victors Sweep Over the Line 
Three Seconds Ahead. 


Contest is a Real Thriller at 
All Stages of Regatta.

WASHINGTON, June 24. — Sen- 
ator La Follette of Wisconsin intro- 
@uced a resolution tn the Senate to- 
Gay for a sweeping inquiry of the 
entire system of naval discipline. 

This step was prompted by the 
action of Secretary of the Navy 
Denby in removing Capt. Clark D. 
Stearns from command of the bat- 
tleship Michigan for permitting en- 
listed men to form a committee to 
advise with the officers on disciplin- 
ary measures.

SEES WAR CLOUDS. 

| Having lived In Hawali fer thirty 
| years, Mr. Gilbert, who ts a subject 
of Great Britain. has become thor- 
oughiy acquainted with the Japa.- 
newe and, through conversation with 
hie own countrymen and with the 
nationals of other countries, has 
reached a conclusion that develop- 
ments in Japan are such as to en- 
courage belief that the Japanese 


government may eventually seek war | 


with the United States to avert an 
internal upheaval, 

“There are those who have closely 
followed the Japanese question who 
are convinced,” he said, “that hos- 
tilities can not be avoided. These 
)are seme of the reasons for this 
conclusion One, that having but 
‘two options, an outside war or a 
revolution, ‘the powers that be’ in 
Japan will prefer the former, and. 
enother, the feeling on the part of 
the mass of the Japanese reople 
that Japan can defeat the Pnrited 
States.” 

Despite his belief in the apparent 
eravity of the international vitua- 
tion, Mr. Gilbert epoke. in no sense. 
ae an alarmist. unless it be for the 
eventual plight of Japan. aa it is 
hie opinion that the war would be- 
tin with the seizure by Japan of 
the Philippines. and would end 
some three or four years later with 
the complete overthrow of Japan as 
a military nation. 

JAPAN ON DEFENSIVE. 

A war between Japan and the 
Gilbert believes. 
would be fought on the Japanes 
side of the Pacific unless Japan 
were successful in surprising and 
capturing -the American  fortifica- 
tions in Hawati 

This latter eventuality he does not 
think possible, due to the energetic 
activities of the United States in 
fortifying Pearl Harbor and othe 
strategic pointa in the islands. 

In the event of war between the 
two countries, Mr. Gilbert hagarded 
a guess that the Japanese in Calli. 
fornia would, themselves, seek im- 
mediate sadmission to internment 
camps. 

“They are a wise little people,” 
he said, with a smile afd then, 
with great earnestness he  pro- 
ceeded: 

“There is one point upon which I 
desire to lay great stress, for on this 
osition to know ab- 
| speak—that is, if 


solutely whereo 


ever the day should come when the | 


United States should enter such a 
war—mind you, this isn't diplomacy, 
it ia truth—the people of this 
nation would find the British Empire 
ranged alongside with ite last man 
and its last ship. You couldnt’ keep 
out. 

“The pact between Great Britain 
and Japan will be signed, but there 
will be nothing in tha\ pact, not to 
the farthest stretching of a coma. 
that can possibly be interpreted as 
engaging Great Britain to aid Japan 
in a war with the United States. 
Japan knows this as well as we do.” 

TELLS OF NEW COUNTRY. 

However, Mr. Gilbert did not con- 
fine all of his remarke to Ware and 
rumors of wars; he showed a lively 
interest in the prospects for a thriv- 
ing mesquite-bean industry here— 
this despite the fact that he acknow!l.- 
edged that the average citizen of 
Southern Califorraia probably does 
not know that the mesquite produces 
beans or serves any useful purpose 
other than to supply shade for the 
panting lizards of the desert, 

In the Hawaiian Islands the mes- 
quite-bean industry assumes large 
proportions an@ is steadily growing— 
as it has been discovered that this 
hean, known as algaroba in Hawaii, 
ie an excellent stock food, “quite as 
good,” according to Mr. Gilbert, “as 
the first quality of oats.” 

There are two varieties of bean- 
bearing mesquite in Southern Cali- 
fornia, he explained, the first pro- 
ducing a bean with a bitter quinine 
taste, and the other having « sugar 


content of approximately 25 per 
cent. 
The sweet bean, he said, is the 


commercial vartety and, if property 
cultivated, will supply this region 
wihh a pew *edet “thet may in 
time rival the citrus and othe: indus 
tries of the Bouth weet.” 

The Hawaiian honey industry was 
four.ced more than a quarter of a 
century ago by Mr. Gilbert and his 
brother. ‘he islands now produce 
ant uelly approximately 1000 tons of 
honey.

ARKENING HORIZONS. ; 
Secret memoranda of Russian, German 

and Austrian diplomats in the period im- 
mediately preceding the World War are 
now reaching publication by reason of the 
overthrow of their governments. They 
form valuable guides for the writers of his 
tory, for they disclose that to none of these 
governments did the World War come as a 
surprise. It was forecast with an accu- 
racy that to us of this country, who knew 
nothing of the inside of Buropean diplo- 
miicy, seems little short of the miraculous. 

What the memoranda of the British, 
French and Italian diplomats contained wil! 
probably never be known. Most of it has 
doubtiess been destroyed. But for the over- 
throw of the Hohenzollerns, Hapsburgs and 
Romanofis the secret documents now being 
published would have been consigned 
months ago to the flames. 

One who peruses the published fragments 
of those secret reports becomes quickly con- 
vinced that the World War was not an ac- 
cident, that it was not a case of dropping 
a lighted match in a powder factory, that 
it was regarded by the statesmen of at 
least three countries as inevitable and that 
secret preparations were rushed forward 
fog many months before the assassination 
of the Austrian Crown Prince. Never has 
there been a more terrible arraignment of 
the policy of the “balance of power” by 
which Europe was dominated for a hundred 
years after the Napoleonic wars. That pol- 
icy made a world war as inevitable as the 
eclipses of heavenly bodies. Each nation 
was moving in its orbit, and when the or- 
bits intersected collisions were inescapable. 
It is a sinister warning of another and still 
more terrible world war if that policy is 
restored. 

It may be « surprise to some Americans 
to know that our entrance into the war was 
predicted before 1914, as well as the group 
with which we should be aligned; also the 
part that Japan would play and the with- 
drawal of Italy from the Triple Alliance. 


Most accurate, possibly, of all the prewar « 


forecasts which has come to light is that 
of Peter Nicolaveich Durnavo, former Ras 
sian Minister of the Interior. It is con- 
tained in a memorandum submitted to the 
Czar in October, 1913, and was found by the 
soviet officials in the secret files of the 
royal government. It has been published in 
full in some of the continental papers and 
its authenticity is undisputed. Durnavo 
was a conservative, a stanch supporter of 
Czar Nicholas, and, as the memorandum in- 
dicates, one of the best judges of the po- 
litical situation in Europe. 

After setting forth why he believed a gen- 
eral European war to be inevitable the 
memorandum continues: 

Obviously. the of the powers 
for the coming war will be as follows: 
Rusela, England and France on the one 
hand and Germany, Austria and Turkey 
on the other. It is more than likely 
that others powers will be drawn into 
the conflict, though that will depend 
upon conditions we cannot yet foresee. 

But whatever the case, whether the 
war breaks out over a Balkan incident 
or a colonial incident—like that of Al- 
geciras—the grouping will be the same. 
If Italy is alive to its interests it will 
not take sides with Germany. Political 
and ecenomic reasons combine to make 
that government seeK annexation, and 
that is impossible except at the ex- 
pense of Austria or Turkey... . 
More than that, ft is net impossible that 
Italy will join Germanhy'’s enemies out- 

t ff the fortunes of war should in- 
el tin their favor. That would be the 
proper codrse to ipeure that Italy may 
receive due consideration when the 
booty ts subdivided. ...

Rumania will presumably remain nevu- 
tral until the victory of one party or 
the other can safely be predicted. 
There is no question but that Serbia 
and Montenegro will join the enemies 
of Austria. . Bulgaria will join 
the side hostile to Serbia. Greece wil! 
probably stay neutral or ally itself with 
Turkey's enemies. However, it will not 
take the latter step until the outcome 
of the war is fairly clear. The partici- 
pation of the other powers wil! depend 
more or less on chance, but we must 
always bear in mind the possibility of 
Sweden's joining our enemies. 

These extracts give a fair idea of the 
tenor of the document. The causes of the 
World War dated back of 1913, and the 
effects were becoming visible in that year 
to those who possessed the power to scan 
political horizons. Germany's tmperialistic 
policy had reached a point where the na- 
tions of Burope outside the Triple Alliance 
must either surrender to German domina- 
tion or fight it out. They were determined 
to fight it out and the slaying of the Aus- 
trian Crown Prince did not find them whol- 
ly unprepared. They knew Germany wait- 
ed only for a pretext and that, ff one did 
pot appear ready-made, she would manu- 
facture one. 

If the face of the overwhelming evidence 
that the “balance-of-power” policy can never 
bring about a lasting understanding among 
pations, that might will always be its weap 
on and justice will ever be replaced by in- 
terest, we of the United States can well 
ask ourselves if are going to d by 
while that policy restored.

enough to constitute an international tribu- 
nal and enforce its decrees. 


If the nations of the world continue to 
compete in armaments, to make secret alli- 
ances, to place interest before right, our 
civilization in circling round its orbit will 
again enter the sone of death. New and 
awful forces will be loosed, forces that may 
be more powerful than civilization itself. 
The one hope lies in an association of na- 
tions to promote and preserve international 
peace. When that hope is dead the death 
warrant of the present civilizatiog will be

OMAS E. GIBBON. 

It is given to few men not immediately 

associated with political office or industry 
to achieve distinction and to leave endur- 
ing public monuments to their memory. One 
of the greatest among these in Southern 
California was Thomas E. Gibbon, a man 
of strong character and brilliant Intellect 
who passed through the Gethsemane of his 
last days with heroic endurance and whose 
departure for the undiscovered country is 
mourned by a whole community. 
_ Los Angeles bas lost one who during his 
lifetime was an indefatigable worker for 
the public good. His vision was broad but 
just, his ideals high but not unattainable. 
To those who ask, “What hath this man 
wrought?” the Present points to the great 
free harbor at San Pedro and the Salt Lake 
Rallroad, and the Future, in addition to 
these, will point to the Plaza terminal. Yet 
he was neither a promoter, a speculator nor 
& money-grabber. If fortune came to bim 
ft was but an incident of his career. 

To mark the stages by which he rose to 
eminence in the city and the community 
which he loved so well would be to narrate 
the progress of Sonthern California during 
the last quarter of a century; and to count 
his friends would be to enumerate the 
greater part of its population. His genius 
first rose above the horizon in his brilliant 
advocacy of the establishment of a free 
harbor at San Pedro. Then began his con- 
flict with selfish private interests that end- 
ed only when be fell prone across the 
shield that he had carried in many a battle. 
The lesson conveyed by his life history is 
that merit, supported by courage and un- 
faltering resolution, compels success. 

From a farmer boy in the valleys of Ar 
kansas, with only an honest heart and « 
keen mind for a heritage, he rose to the 
front rank in the California bar; winning 
not only a competence, but a place in the 
public confidence and esteem that no man 
has enjoyed in a greater measure. The 
community came to learn that he sought 
not its plaudits but its welfare, and per- 
sonal renown came to him unsolicited. 

During the fight for the free harbor he 
conceived the grand project of building a 
railroad from San Pedro to Salt Lake. He 
effected an organization in which were in- 
ecorporated other men's capital and his 
brains. He became vice-president and gen- 
eral counsel for the company. The project 
lagged at first, but he possessed the virtue 
of patience. Many 4a witticism was directed 
twenty-five years ago at a little narrow 
gauge line running from San Pedro to Pas- 
adena and carrying the ambitions title of 
the San Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake 
Ratlroad. W. A. Clark, with his millions 
and his constructive genius, came to the 
rescue. That same line is now a part of a 
great transcontinental railroad system. 

Before his labors for the project were 
ended he had helped conceive a plan for the 
construction of a union termina! for al! the 
railways entering or to enter Los Angeles 
and connecting it by means of a belt line 
railroad with the free harbor. He held this 
improvement to be essential to the fullest 
development of the Los Angeles industrial 
district. Actuated by no selfish interest, he 
worked for this project with an indefati- 
gabie vigor. It was not permitted for him 
to see its fruition; but his last days of in- 
tense physical anguish were cheered with 
the knowledge that the State Railroad Com- 
mission has issued a mandatory order di- 
recting the railroads entering Los Angeles 
to proceed forthwith with the construction 
of a union terminal at the Plaza. 

Not all the days of his eventful career 
were devoted, however, to these three great 
enterprises. He found time to win renown 
in his law practiee, to edit for three years 
one of the leading journals in Los Angeles, 
to write books, to join in the labors of mu- 
nicipal associations working for the public 
welfare. The two dominant traits In Mr. 
Gibbon's character were: First, his loyalty 
to bis friends and to his own convictions 
under all circumstances and at all costs; 
and, second, his intense hatred of hypocrisy 
and pretense and hie determination to ex- 
pose such qualities, no matter whom or 
when he bit. The narrative of the things 
he accomplished during his lifetime is an 
inspiration for the young manhood of the 
community. His name will live long tn the 
grateful memory of the community for 
which he made so many sacrifices and in 
whose interest he won his most notable 
victories. To his two promising sons he 
leaves a heritage of greater worth than a 
large fortune, that of a good name, an in- 
dorsement of character millions could not 
supply. 


O= NEW IMMIGRATION LAWS. 

It was perhaps to be expected that «a 
number of Buropean peoples would feel of- 
fended at the strict limit whigh our govern- 
ment has placed on immigration. The ex- 
pressions of the press of those countries in- 
dicate that they think the United States is 
adopting an lam-worthier-than-thou atti- 
tude, that we have cornered the world's 
gold supply and are now setting ourselves 
against any redivision. “Yenkee selfish- 
ness” is a phrase they have badly over- 
worked. Translations of it have appeared 
in at least twenty-seven tongues. 

Only the English and French papers seem 
to have glimpsed the American point of 
view. Some of them point out that Burope 
has only itself to blame, that too many of 
the emigrants were crossing the ocean to 
teach the Americans and not enough to 
learn the American ways. These papers 
appreciate that the United States possesses 
an individuality that it desires to retain, 
that the great majority of our people are 
satisfied with their form of government and 
resent deeply the attempts of foreign agi- 
tators to radicalize it. 


Nearly every industrial disturbance expe 
rienced in this country during the last ten 
years has been fomented by: foreign agl- 
tators. The alien elements in the labor 
union’ have frequently secured contro! and 
whenever they have done so strikes and 
violence have followed. Thousands of im- 
migrants have arrived here during the last 
two years intent upon making trouble for 
the government. They came to spread the 
doctrines of the Third Internationale, to or- 
ganize the foreign elements in the country 
into Communist associations; and they add- 
ed enormously to the unrest in industrial 
communities. 

It is unfortunate that, in restricting immi- 
gration, the innocent must suffer with the 
guilty. Possibly more of the men and wom- 
en who have come to this country as immi- 
grants in the last two years have been ac- 
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tuated by good motives than bad, but there 
is no Way to separate them. Every radical 
would take supreme pride in perjuring him- 
self as to his political and economic beliefs 
in order to secure entrance into the coun- 
try.” The immigration service has been able 
to devise no means to read the hearts of 
the immigrants. There is no dénying that 
we had been receiving more foreign fooa 
than we were able to digest and that the 
public health was beginning to suffer. A 
change of diet for a couple of years became 
absolutely essential to the public safety. 
We regret that our motives should be mis- 
understood, but the moment had arrived 
when it was necessary to act in order to 
preserve American ideals and standards of 


living.

Peete on two checks she presented 
at the bank last June. These checks, 
the State charged itn its case against 
Peete, were forged by Mrs. 
Peete after she murdered Denton. 
The bank, asa matter of form, con- 
tended that the checks were gent-

ance for the bank, the money was 
deposited to the account of the 
estate of Jacob C. Denton.
